Ontario’s legislation was adopted after several near dis- 
graceful council meetings in which tempers were lost and con- 
fusion created instead of cleared. 

Upland’s’ program of cooneration was adopted with little 
or no fanfare and with no hard feelings on either side. 


On the face of things we rather favor Upland’s method. 


Citrusmen aren’t really cgres. True, they have made many 
foolish statements. And even more true, many of them have 
done absolutely: nothing at all to win the confidence of the 
people by honestly trying to co scmething about smudge. 

Upland is giving the citrus industry an opportunity to 
redeem itself. And it looks as though the citrus growers, led 
by a group of reliable, far-secing mex, are going to do some- 
thing about it. 

Packing houses and city officials are working together 
in a drive to clean up dirty smudge pois and to eliminate obso- 
lete orchard heaters. 


In other word,s Upland has given the citrus men an op- 
portnity to clean up their own mess. 

It has hired an inspector to check grove heating equip- 
ment. The city will also attempt to work out oil specifica- 
tions for the grade of oil to be burned in the pots. 

We hope Upland’s cooperative plan works. It’s really 
a fine way of doing things. A little Utopian perhaps, but it 
can work. 

We think the citrus men will try to make it work. They 
have seen what an irate group of citizens brought about in 





Ontario where a very unsatisfactory ordinance has been 
adopted. 

It must be remembered that Upland’s plan has no teeth 
in it to make it work. No ordinances have been passed making 
certain heaters obsolete. 

The plan is purely and simply cooperative. 

The citrus growers are carrying the ball. 

Let’s hope they don’t fumble.

Increased picket activity idled to a 
total of 81,700 United Minc Workers, 15,000 more than Monday, and 
aggravated coal shortages whic’: already have forced five steel com- 
panies to cut back production scicdules. :

SINGAPORE (UP) —Capt. Albert G. Hokins, pistol-packing 
master of the Isbrandtsen Freighter Flying Independent, headed for 
the open sea yesterday and said he would run the Chinese Nationalist 
blockade into Communist-held Shanghai if he was ordered there. 
Hokins said he was waiting only radioed instructions from the Is- 
brandtsen company in New York before changing his course to 
Shanghai to deliver “non military” goods, including cotton and boiler 
parts, to the Communists.

DETROIT (UP)—Negotiators struggled desperately in night- 
long sessions to avert a nationwid> strike of 89,000 Chrysler cor- 
poration workers at 10 a.m. today. With the walkout deadline only 
a few hours away, weary officials of t':c Cle) United Auto Workers 
and Chrysler still reported “no progress” in the locked conference 
room at a mid-city hotel. 


NATIONALISTS BLAST HANGCHOW BAY 


TAIPEI, Formosa (UP)—Nationalist warplanes and ships blasted 
Communist military installations and concentrations:in the Hang- 
chow bay area, south of Shanghai, Nationalist military communi- 
ques claimed today. More than 80 Red craft were reported sunk or 
captured and shore installations and artillery emplacements heavily 
pounded in the coordinated blows by the Nationalist air and naval 
arms. '

Beirne said 100,000 workers are 
poised to walk out in support of 
their wage demands and that an- 
other 150,000 will begin contract 
talks soon. 

Murray did not refer directly 
to the “jamming” proposal in his 
reply to Beirne, but he said that 
“I am forwarding your letter to 
each of the national unions affi- 
liated with the CIO and to all,CIO 
councils so that the entire CIO 
membership may be apprised of 
the facts and may lend you all- 
out support.” 

In Cincinnati key officials of 
the CIO telephone workers union 
met behind closed doors to dis- 
cuss internal problems, current 
contract negotiations and threat- 
ened strike action which would 
tie up most of the country’s phone 
service. 

Netional President Joseph A. 
Beirne, who met with representa- 
tives of 41 locals of the CIO Com- 
munications Workers of America, 
said that in event of a strike, CIO 
members would be asked “ to use 
the telephone as much as possible 
so that unattended equipment 
would develop machine trouble.” 
CWA represents 100,000 telephone 
workers in the nation. 


Russ Cut Berlin 
Truck Traffic 


BERLIN (UP) The Russians 
cut incoming truck traffic by two- 
thirds yesterday, in what may be 
a new test of American determin- 
ation to stay in Berlin. 

Railroad and river traffic 
back to normal, however. 

(Only 50 trucks arrived here dur- 
ing an eight-hour period yester- 
day. Usually approximately 150 
trucks roll into Berlin from West- 
ern Germany every eight hours. 

More than 100 trucks, many 
with one or two _ heavily-laden 
trailers, were piled up west of 
Helmstedt, in the British zone, 
the border crossing point, waiting 
for the painstaking Russian ex- 
amination of papers. 

Fur-capped Soviet soldiers were 
making deliberately detailed in- 
spections of driving permits, trav- 
el documents and bills of lading. 
Only four or five trucks were al- 
lowed to pass the barrier each 
hour. 

But truck traffic from Berlin, 
Object of the “slowdown” Monday, 
was crossing the Soviet zone and 
moving into Western Germany 
without difficulty yesterday. 

Train traffic was normal yes- 
terday and barges were pl-“g 
the canals that link Berlin with 
the west German seaports, cross- 
ing the Russian-British border un- 
hindered. There were no stoppages 
at any of the other checkpoints.

LONDON (UP) Winston 
Churchill’s conservative party an- 
nounced yesterday its official 
platform for the Feb. 23 general 
election and in it promised to re- 
store economic independence to 
Britain and “full personal free- 
dom” to the people. 

The Tories held out the lures of 
full employment, a halt to Na- 
tionalization, continuation of all 
social services, reduction of taxes, 
a separate home for each family, 
reduction but not elimination of 
controls and a basic minimum 
standarc of living. 

On foreign policy, the Conser- 
vatives said the empire and the 
commonwealth will come first, 
European unity second and fra- 
ternal association with the United 
States third.

BOSTON (UP)—Two mask- 
ed gunmen held up the swank 
Union Club yesterday and fled 
with a $1,910 payroll 25 min- 
utes after it was delivered by 


an armored car of Brink’s. Inc., 
victim of a $1.500.000 robbery 





| a week ago last night. 


While Boston detectives were 
working around the clock to solve 
the big robbery, bandits struck at 
the Union Club. 

“This is a holdup — no holler- 
ing,” one of the gunmen said. 
They grabbed the money and fled. 

Only a few minutes earlier, 
Mrs. Etta C. Stevenson, 50, a 
bookkeeper had joked with the 
Brink’s drivers about the $1,500,- 
000 holdup. She was counting the 
payroll they had delivered when 
the bandits walked in. 

Simultaneously, Boston fpolice 
launched an all out roundup of 
[local employes of Brink's and be- 
gan a “systematic questioning” of 
each one. Officers persisted in the 
theory last Tuesday’s robbery was 
an “inside job.”

SACRAMENTO (UP)-—Plans 
to hire a ‘psychiatrist on horse- 
back” to carry the word on lo- 
cal treatment and prevention of 
mental disorders were disclosed 
yesterday by Dr. Frank F. Tall- 
man, state director of mental 
hygiene. 

Tallman said a civil service 
examination is being prépared 
to select the man for the job 
that will include supervision of 
outpatient clinics amd advise 
local groups on mental hygiene 
procedures.

SUFFERS KOs 

Mills. 30, was attempting the 
first defense of the 175-pound 
crown he wrested from American 
Gus Lesnevich 18 months ago. 
He suffered the sixth knockout 
of his long career when referee 
Andrew Smyth counted 10 over 
him. 

The knockout came during a 
thrilling exchange in the tenth.
